He has confined his atteotlon to the chil­

Community, finding itself financially proc 
perous, delermincd to supply the deficiency 
caueid by the normal death rate by raising 
children of its own. This it attempted to 
do iu accordance with the principles of 
scientific stirpiialture, “it attempted, how 
eyer, httle lnrthtr than laying a veto upou 
combinations tor parentage which were 
obviously unfit, and even hero it did Lot 
always succeed.”
